BLUM VOTED POWER TO BAR 
VOLUNTEERS FROM SPAIN 


Deputies Unanimous in Move to 
Show “Will for 
Peace.” 

PARIS, Jan. 15.—The French 
Chamber of Deputies responded to- 
night to. Premier Leon Blum’s plea 
to show a “will for peace” by unan- 
imously voting him power to bar 
volunteers from Spain. The vote 
was 591 to 0. 

Blum has promised to apply the 
power only in conjunction with like 
action by other nations, including 
Britain, Germany and Italy. 

The quick vote followed upon his 
declaration the volunteer question 
had become one of “saving Europe 
from war.”

GIBRALTAR, Jan. 15. — Rebel 
headquarters announced today Gen. 
Gonzalo Queipo de Liano’s army 
had captured the strongly fortified 
harbor of Estepona, on the south- 
ern Spanish coast, Lalf way between 
Gibraltar and Malaga. 

The announcement reported bitter 
fighting with heavy losses on both 
sides. Artillery fire was heard in 
Gibraltar, 30 miles away. 

Fascist cavalrymen drove Govern- 
ment troops back to .the outskirts 
of Marbella between Estepona and 
Malaga, in pressing the rebel cam- 
paign against the latter port. Mar- 
bella, 30 miles from Malaga, is the 
only Government stronghold re- 
maining between the rebels and 
Malaga. 

Twenty thousand rebel troops 
were massed for the attack in the 
gouth after capture of Estepona.

Manning Strewl Sentenced at Cats- 
kill, N. Y., at Second Trial, on 
Plea of Guilty.

CATSKILL, N. Y¥., Jan. 15.—Man- 
ning (Manny) Strewl pleaded guil- 
ty today of blackmail; ending his 
second trial in connection with the 
kidnaping of John J. Q’Connell Jr., 
nephew of Albany Democratic lead- 
ers. 

Justice Sydney F. Foster immedi- 
ately sentenced him to serve 15 
years in Clinton prison at Danne- 
mora, where he had served two 
years of a 50-year term previously 
imposed on conviction of the kid- 
naping ‘before recently winning a 
new trial. 

O’Connell -was kidnaped in 1933 
and held 23 days until a $40,000 ran- 
som was paid.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15..— The 
overwhelming Democratic majority 
in the Senate today overrode the 
first opposition to President» Roose- 
velt’s program -for reorganization 
but at the sathe time it became 
apparent that the far-reaching plan 
for overhauling the machinery of 
government would encounter seri- 
ous difficulties before it. became 

law. 

Involved today was the proposal 
to continue the life of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation for 
two and a half years, until June 
30, 1939. Before the Senate ap- 
proved this administration proposal 
an amendment introduced by Sen- 


}ator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, to limit 


the life of the RFC to a year and 
a half was voted down, 72 to 23. 
Senator Clark (Dem.) of Missouri 
surprised administration support- 
ers by voting for the Byrd amend- 
ment. 

The Senate then proceeded to 
pass the resolution continuing the 
RFC and with it four allied 
Credit 


Bank and the RFC Mortgage Cor- 
poration, unti] July 1, 1939. The 
vote was 73 to 1. 


Byrd Charges Waste. 

Byrd in support of his amend- 
ment repeated charges he made re- 
cently in a radio broadcast of waste 
and serious duplication in the Gov- 
ernment, presenting’ statistics to 
show the enormous range of Fed- 
eral activity, not only in. Washing- 
ton but throughout the country. 

The other Senator from. Virginia, 
Carter Glass, as chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee, led the 
opposition to the Byrd amendment. 
With high praise for Jesse Jones, 
RFC chairman, he said he was act- 
ing on Jones’ suggestion that two 
and a half years be allowed to wind 
up RFC affairs. Byrd asked his 
Virginia colleague whether he 
thought it would be an easy thing 
to conclude the existence of the 
Government’s chief lending agency 
within that time. 

“If you ask for my private opin- 
ion,” Glass said, “I think it’s going 
to be mighty’ difficult to abolish 
any of these agencies.” 


Glass Favors Economy. 

But, while Glass sponsored the 
administration plan to continue the 
RFC, he made “it clear he was in 
favor of governmental] reorganiza- 
tion along far more drastic lines 
than those proposed by President 
Roosevelt in his recent message to 
Congress. 

“We're going to have a real reor- 
ganization here,” Glass said. “I’m 
for reductions. I’m for. curtailing 
these useless expenditures.” 

The only reason he had consent- 
ed to continuance of the RFC and 
its allied agencies, Glass said, was 
because of the excellent adminie- 
tration of Jones. The RFC chairman, 
Glass said, has saved the Government 
hundreds of millions of dollars, One 


of the principal reasons why he’ 


favored abolition of other agencies, 
the little Virginian safa, was be- 
cause Jones was not directing them. 

“I'm not going to vote for the 
continuance of other agencies,” 
Glass said. “I am assured by the 
chairmar of the RFC that he is 
liquidating these agencies as rapidly 
as he can. I have no doubt what- 
soever of that.” 

The Government agencies allied 


with the RFC, Glass declared, were 
entirely controlled by the parent or-/ 


ganization. 

“Most of them,” he added, “don’t 
amount to much anyway. The Ex-

tal here.

Reports here said the women 
were in their automobile when the 
flames from the pipe line reached 
them. They had driven out to take 
their husbands home from work. 

Leaking oil became ignited from 
a torch being used in welding oper- 
ations. 

All the dead and injured lived at 
the Gulf company pump station, 
seven miles southwest of Strang. 


Mark Gist, one of the workmen, 
who was burned slightly on the 


right hand, said: “It happened 


like a flash of lightning, so that 
no one knew exactly what hap- 


pened. One minute those women 


were sitting in the automobile alive 
and talking. In the next their car 
was in flames, The car looked as 
if it had been thrust into a blast 
furnace, It was nothing but a melt- 
ed mass of metal. One of the 
women had a little dog in the car 


with her.”

States District Judge John W. 
Clancy heard today the details of 
a transaction , whereby Henry L. 
Doherty resold securities to one of 
his companies, allegedly making a 
profit of $17,784,032. 

The details were entered in the 
record of a suit filed by six stock- 
holders of the Cities Service Co. a 
Doherty company, for an account-. 
ing. The plaintiffs allege illegal 
control and misuse of stockholders’ 


P. E. Jatkson, counsel for the 
plaintiffs, contended Doherty—who 
is ill and unable to attend the 
hearing—was obliged to resell the 
stock at cost. Joseph M. Proskauer, 
associated with John W. Davis in 
the defense of Doherty, conceded 
that no resolution authorizing the 
transaction had ever been adopted 
by the Cities Service Co., but de- 


clared that “under the general. busi- | 


ness of the company, the officers 
had the power” to make it. 

Ernest H. Jackson, a director and 
vice-president of Cities Service, also 
a defendant in the suit, told the 
details of the transactiom and the 
records of the sale were introduced 
as evidence, 

They showed that Doherty sold 
200,000 shares of Cities Service 
stock, acquired at $13.26 a share, 
to the Cities Service Corporation— 
a _s-wholily-owned — subsidiary—for 
$102.50 a share. The market price. 
then was $120. 

How profits in the sales of Cities 
Service stock went to the Securities 
Corporation, a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary, was set forth yesterday. 

Proskauer remarked at one point: 
“Mr. Doherty never took any profit 
personally for the services rendered 
Cities Service.” 

Percival E. Jackson, representing 
the plaintiffs, sought to show that 
money assigned to the profit ac- 
count of Securities Corporation in 
the sale of Cities Service stock was 
lost by trading in the stock market. 

William B. Winans, controller of 
Cities Service Co., testified that af- 
ter such sales, the Securities Cor- 
poration either bought more Cities 
Service stock in the market or drew 
unissued stock from Cities Service. 

In the latter case, he said, a price 
was fixed “which had no relation 
to the price at which the stock was 
sold to the public.” He said the 
price. never exceeded $50 a share 
for $20 par value stock. 

Winans replied affirmatively to 
Jackson’s question whether in “a 
specific sale to the public at $120, 
$50 would go to Cities Service and 
there would be a $70 profit for the 
Securities Corporation.”

‘most an understanding of human 


fluences which warp the lives of 
distressed and underprivileged per- 
sons, William Hodson, Commis 
sioner of Public Welfare in New 
York City, said last night at a dedi- 
catory meeting at the new George 
Warren Brown Memorial Hall of 


Washington University. 

Speaking on “Personnel in Public 
Welfare Administration,” he said: 
“Tf the welfare worker has wisdom 
as well as intelligence and experi- 
ence in dealing with human beings, 
he can discharge his unusual pub- 
lic trust in a way which will serve 
the community and the individual 
well. Lacking those qualities, he 
may do irreparable harm.” 

About three and one-quarter mil- 
lion persons, a tenth of all those 
gainfully employed in the United 
States, are in public service and 
they receive 11.5 per cent of the 
national income,” the speaker said. 

“Tt is inevitable that the trend of 
public employment should be up- 
ward to keep pace with constantly 
increasing expansion of govern- 
mental activity, Federal, state and 
local,” he declared. 

“We are now entering upon a 
new era which will be dominated 
by the thought that government 
must become as flexible and use- 
ful an instrument to promote the 
general welfare as it is possible to 
make it.

Constitutionality of Office Challenged Then, 


but on Different Point; Law Passed in 
1921 With Administration Change.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—In_ his’ 
recommendation that the independ- 
ent general accounting office be 
abolished and an auditing office be 
set up in the Department 
to take its place, President Roose- 
velt is following a precedent. set by 
President Wilson when he vetoed 
two bills in 1920 which he said in- 
fringed the constitutional authori- 
ty of the executive. 


It is evident that the administra- 
tion expects strong opposition _ to 
this part of the President's special 
message to Congress. The report 
of the Brownlow Committee went 
into detailed arguments against the 
present arrangement for the pre- 
auditing of accounts originated by 
former Comptroller-General Mc- 
Carl. President Roosevelt. in his 
letter of transmittal repeated the 
committee’s charges that McCar]l 
had usurped executive power and 
had failed to give: Congress a 
prompt and complete audit’ each 
year, and House Majority Leader 
Rayburn, speaking at a National 
Press Club luncheon yesterday, de- 
fended at length the committee's 
recommendation of an audit office 
under the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

The Brownlow Committee report 
makes the flat declaration Audit 
and Accounts Act of 1921 is “‘clear- 
ly in violation of the Constitution- 
al principle of the division of au- 
thority between the degislative and 
executive branches of the Govern- 
ment.” The preamble to this sec- 
tion of the report quotes in part. 
President Wilson’s message of May 
13, 1920, vetoing the Legislative, 
Executive and Judicial Appropria-, 
tion Bill which contained a “rider” 
providing that publications of ex- 
ecutive departments should be sub- 
jected to supervision by the joint 
committee of Congress on printing. 

What Wilson. Said. 

“The Congress and the Execu- 
tive,” President Wilson wrote, 
“should function within their re- 
spective spheres. The Congress has 
the power and the right to grant or 
deny an appropriation, or to enact 
or refuse to enact a law; but once 
an appropriation is made or a law 
is passed the appropriations should 
be administered or the law execut- 
ed by the executive branch of the 
Government.” 

President Roosevelt makes a sim- 
ilar complaint against McCarl's in- 
terpretation of the 1921 Audit and 
Accounts Act. He told his special 
press conference on reorganiza- 
tion that McCarl’s “pre-auditing” of 
youchers, that is, McCarl’s legal in- 
terpretatidn of laws of Congress to 
see whether the money will be 
properly spent, is an invasion of 
executive authority by an agent of 
the legislative branch. 

The President recommends that 
the “pre-audit” be abolished in fa- 
vor of a “post-audit,” that is, an 
audit after the money has been 
spent. According to his plan, the 
Attorney General, not the Comp- 
troller General, would pass on the 
legality of the proposed expenditure, 
and then the Auditor-General would 
report to Congress with recommen- 
dations if he found that there had 
been improper expenditure of Gov- 
ernment funds. Congress, in turn, 
could take whatever action it saw 
eh Wilson's Point Different. 

It is interesting. to noté that 
President Wilson vetoed the bill 
creating the office of Comptroller- 
General, but not on the point raised 
by President Roosevelt. The law 
was passed in 1921, however, dur- 
ing a Republican administration 
with slight alterations. 

The bill vetoed by President Wil- 
son was the famous budget bill of 


1920, which would have established : 


a Federal budget system.

.stitutional. This is the provision 


to the effect that the Comptroller- 
General and the Assistant Comp- 
troller-General, who are to be ap- 
pointed by the President, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, 
may be removed at any time by a 
concurrent resolution of Congress 
after notice and hearing, when. in 
their judgment, the Comptroller- 
General or Assistant Comptroller- 
General is incapacitated or ineffi- 
cient, or has been guilty of neglect 
of duty or of malfeasance of of- 
fice, or of any felony, or conduct 
involving moral turpitude, and for 
no other cause except either by 
impeachment or a concurrent reso- 
lution of Congress. 
Wanted Power to Remove. 

“It has, I think, always been the 
accepted construction of the Con- 
stitution that the power to appoint 
officers of this kind carries with 
it, as an incident, the power to re- 
move. I am convinced that the 
Congress is without constitutional 
powers to limit the appointing pow- 
er and its incident power of re- 
moval derived from the Constitu- 
tion. 

“I can find in the Constitution 
no warrant for the exercise of this 
power by Congress—removal by 
There is 
certainly no expressed authority 
conferred and I am unable to see 
that authority for the exercise of 
this power is implied in any ex- 
pressed grant of power.” 

President Wilson said he was re- 
turning the bill at the earliest pos- 
sible moment with the hope that 
Congress would find time to rem- 
edy the defect before adjournment. 

When the bill passed in 1921, it 
was changed to read that the Comp- 
troller General could be removed 
by a joint resolution of Congress, 


'which requires the assent of the 


President unless enacted over his 
veto, instead of the original pro- 
posal for a concurrent resolution 
which requires no such presidential 
sanction. 

. May Not ‘Know Answer. 

In view. of observations by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the Brownlow 
Committee that the 1921 Audit and 
Accounts Act is clearly unconstitu- 
tional, Attorney-General Cummings 
was asked this week to explain the 
procedure available to test the con- 
stitutionality of this law. 

After pausing to analyze the re- 
porter’s question to determine 
whether it was hypothetical—he 
boasts he will not answer hypo- 
thetical questions—he finally re- 
plied: “I don’t think I should an- 
swer that question. It may be that 
I don’t know the answer.” 

Senator Robinson, majority lead- 
er, announced yesterday that the 
President’s recommendations would 
not be ‘handled by the Byrd com- 
mittee on reorganization and said 
he expected to co-operate. with 
House leaders in creating a new, 
joint committee to pass on White 
House plans.

GAS MASKS FOR BABIES 
PERFECTED IN ENGLAND 


New Protector Announced in Dis- 
tribution of 30,000,000 to 
Inhabitants.

LONDON, Jan. 15.—Great Brit- 
ain has announced perfection of a 
gas mask which can be used even 
by babies—latest symbol of the com- 
pleteness with which the Govern- 
ment is tackling the problem of 
home defense. 

Geoffrey Lloyd, undersecretary in 
the home office who disclosed re- 
cently that 30,000,000 ‘gas masks 
would be distributed free through- 
out England in 1937, announced the 
baby mask development. This new 
protector, he said, is suitable for 
use by the smallest infant in the 
event of hostile air raids.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 15.— 
John Caskie Collet, 38-year-old Mis- 


‘sourl Supreme Court Judge, whose 


appointment to the new Federal 
judgeship was assured Thursday 
by his recommendation by United 
States Senators Clark and Truman, 
has had an unusually rapid rise in 
the State and Federal judiciary. 
Less than four years ago a $4250 
assistant attorney in the State 
Highway Department, he has since 
served as chairman of the State 
Public Service Commission and as 
Supreme Court Judge. Within a 
few weeks, as soon as his appoint- 
ment is confirmed by the Senate, 


he will be on the Federal bench. 

No Dissents to His Opinions. 

There is nothing in any of the 
opinions Judge Collet has written to 
indicate his judicial views of the 
sphere of State and Federal govern- 
ments in the field of economics—a 
matter of primary interest in judi- 
cial appointment at this time—but 
he is the author of a number of 
opinions in cases of local interest. 

A Supreme Court Judge in Mis- 
souri has no voice in the type of 
caSe submitted te him for decision, 
the cases being assigned to ‘the 
Judges in rotation in the order in 
which they are argued. 

In 17 months on the bench he has 
written 43 opinions. All the Judges 
who sat in the cases concurred in 
his decisions, the records showing 
no dissenting opinions. 

His attitude on the bench is that 
of a “hard-boiled” Judge, courteous 
to the lawyers who appear before 
him, but firm in insistence on eth- 
ical procedure. Within the court he 
has staunchly supported the drastic 
rules put into effect to purge the 
bar of unethical practitioners. 

His Laclede Gas Order. 

.Possibly a decision written by him 
when he was chairman of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission better illus- 
trates his trend of mind on public 
or quasi-public questions than any 
it has fallen to his lot to write 
since he has been on the supreme 
bench. 

In authorizing the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. to refinance an unsecured 
5% per cent note issue of $3,000,- 
000 he ordered the company to pay 
no dividends until it had used its 
earned surplus to reduce its out- 
standing indebtedness or to im- 
prove its financial condition in a 
manner satisfactory to the com- 
mission. 

His opinion severely criticised the 
financial] set-up of Laclede and its 
parent holding company, the Utili- 
ties Power & Light Corporation of 
Chicago, under which the parent 
company milked Laclede of $1,000,- 
000 for management fees for serv- 
ices which Collet said were not per- 
formed. Collet said the evidence re- 
vealed “a ludicrous, yet disgusting 
picture.” 

In hie 17 months on the bench, 
Judge Collet has written opinions 
in a number of important cases, 
among them a suit brought to de- 
termine whether the State had the 
right to refund at alower interest

N Peiping, China, five narcotic 
| peddlers were executed by firing 

squads, while 50,000 spectators 
looked on. This is China’s method 
of putting an end to the narcotic 
business. It is bound to be 100 
per cent effective, if long cori- 
tinued. If you kill off all the dope 
sellers in a nation, it necessarily 
follows that the sale of dope in 
that nation must cease. 

In these United States, we put 
the traders in narcotics in prison, 
if we can catch them, and as long 
as they are behind bars the tax- 
payers ofthe country pay for their 
board and lodging and clothes. 
China saves all that expense. 


We presume there are a great 

' Many persons who will shudder at 
the Chinese method, and call it bar- 
barous, but among these persons 
we guarantee there will be no man 
or woman who has ever had any 
close personal experience with a 
customer of the dope peddler. 


Certainly none who have ever 
seen a member of their own family 
or a dear friend, become a nar- 
cotic addict, and thus fall into the 
clutches of a dope dealer, one of 
the lowest criminals on the face 
of the earth. 


THE DOPE PEDDLER is dis- 
dained by his fellow criminals of 
the underworld. He never gets the 
slightest sympathy from them when 
the law naile him. The  pettiest 
eneak thief feels that he is severa] 
grades above a “junker,” which he 
is, at that. 

We used to be opposed to capital 
punishment, until kidnaping, and 
child murder came along, and while 
we are not yet convinced that the 
death penalty is any deterrent to 
crime, generally, we are convinced 
that it is necessary in many cases, 
and the only answer. 

And as long as we have to have 
capital punishment, it might not be 
an entirely bad idea to follow Chi- 
na’s example, and let it cover the 
dope peddier, who slaughters hu- 

"man minds, and murders human 
souls. 

We are aware that this sugges- 
tion will not be widely approved. In- 
deed, we are pretty sure it will be 
strongly condemned by many per- 
sons who are not familiar with the 
physical and. spiritual devastation 
that can be wreaked by dope, and 
who think that justice can be vindi- 
cated by fattening the peddlers be- 
hind bars. 

They will change their minds if 
ever they have any occasion for in- 
timate study of the effects of dope. 
But they need not worry about our 
suggestion getting on the statute 
books. 


It has been our observation that 
the dope peddler, especially the big 
fellow, generally has money and in- 
fluence enough to escape all the 
consequences his crime deserves.

IN CHINA, THH NARCOTIC 
most widely used is opium, usually 
emoked in a pipe. In this country, 
dope takes many forms, and in any 
form it is responsible for much of 
our crime, our insanity, and our 
poverty. 

Opium smoking was once widely 
practiced in the United States, and 
almost publicly, too. There was a 
time when an opium smoker could 
walk into any one of hundreds of 
joints in New York, San Francisco, 
Chicago, Denver and any other 
large city ofthese United States, 
craw] into @. and lie on his 
hip till the cows came home. 

All he had to have was the price. 
Opium was dirt cheap then. Opium 
smokers were divided into two 
classes—-those who “had the habit,” 
and “pleasure smokers.” That is, 
confirmed addicts, and fellows who 
smoked occasionally.

Now opium Has become so expen- 
sive in this country, and the proc- 
ess of smoking #0 involved and haz- 
ardous, that there is not much of 
it going on. Moreover, it has become 
disgraceful.

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Colored Moles 


In Most Cases 
Are Harmless 


Chiefly When Subjected ro 
Irritation Is There Danger 
of Cancer. 


By Dr, M. G. Selig 


WRITE about pigmented or col- 
ored moles chiefly because I 
want to say about the 
relation of these defects to the de- 
velopment of cancer. There are 
some medical topics that are so 
horrific that it is almost impossible 


stimulating a sense of fear. This 
truth is particularly applicable to 
the subject of cancer. 

consider the rest of my life well 
spent, if I could be assured that 
I might succeed in teaching a wide 
audience that cancer is not only 
not more tob e feared than many 
other worse diseases, but that it is 
even less to be fearéd because it 
belongs to a group that offers a 
fair chance for cure, if it be at- 
tacked in time. I am prompted to 
say all this in connection with pig- 
mented moles because, within the 
past week, four patients who had 
read that moles become cancerous 
and who were stricken with fear, 
consulted me about innocent moles 
on their bodies. 


What about these moles? For 
the most part, they are elevated 
and sometimes hairy patches in the 
skin that have usually been pres 
ent since birth. They vary in col- 
or from Hght brown to a dark 
brown, or from a blue to a deep 
black. They occur anywhere on 
the body from’ the scalp to the 
heels. 


It is important to emphasize and 
not, merely state the fact, that as 
@ general rule the small, hairy, 
brownish moles are harmless struc- 
tures. I can do this in no better 
fashion than by calling attention to 
the fact that throughout history, 
and even today, they are regarded 
by many as “beauty spots.” 

“A nut brown mole sits throned 

upon a cheek, 

Of rosiest red beneath an eye 

of jet.” 

Of course, if a mole is on the 
face and is of large enough size, 
it becomes a disfigurement; but 
after all, that is only a bdilemish 
and not a calamity as far as health 


Land life are concerned. -It is true 


that some of these pigmented 
moles, for no known rhyme or rea- 
son, develop into malignant 
growths. We believe that when 
they are repeatedly bruised or 
scratched, or in some other way 
irritated, they tend to undergo 
malignant degeneration; and since 
We surgeons do so believe, We al- 
ways advise the removal of all 
moles that are so placed that they 
are particularly exposed to repeat~- 
ed injury. A mole, for example, so 
situated on the face of a man that 
it is repeatedly cut during shaving; 
one on the neck where a stiff col- 
lar abrades it, or on the wrist 
where a etarched cuff constantly 
rubs it; a mole on the shoulder 
where it is irritated by shoulder 
atraps or suspenders; or on the un- 
der surface of the heel where it is 
constantly thumped; one so near 
the finger or the toe nail that it 
is repeatedly injured when these 
structures are cleaned; one on the 
hand where it is constantly pressed 
upon by a tool of trade—all these 
moles should be removed boldly 
either with a sharp knife that cuts 
wide of the margins of the mole, 
or with a cautery; but never, under 
any circumstancés, should théy be 
tantalized or stimulated with an 
electric needle or radium or X-ray.
